It 
may be ‘said that an expence is incurred in carrying 
on the Soup Kitchens ; be it, so. Butif that 
expence was laid out in providing necessaries 
for the poor it would be much more advantage- 
ously spent. As it is, the system is nothing 
more or less than a mOnefgetting system, 
enriching the few at the expense of the many, 
and yet lowdly.proclaim the sale of soup at one 
penny per quart, as & charity. When at the 
same time good peas soup can be purchased in 
many places in the town at one penny per pint, 
and is generally of an excellent quality, which 
any one might eat with a relish. While the 
soup from some of the Kitchens, which ought 
to be, considering the quantity they make to- 
gether, of a superior kind, is sold at one penny 
per quart. Therefore how can it be looked 
upon as a charity, whérl at various cook-shops, 
where only’a small quantity a‘day is made, good 
soup can be purchased at a penny per pint. | 
We do not, by these remarks, wish to injure
